customers was not known 
until all customers had been 
billed. 
“ The com pany is still 
soundly behind the new 
pricing philosophy of putting 
the cost on cost causers; 
however, 
the 
reevaluated 
rates do not provide the 
revenue necessary to cover 
the cost of service in rural 
areas,” the statement said. 
“While our revenue needs 
are urgent, we are not going 
to be able to move as quickly 
as the first review indicated 
is needed." 


With the technology now- 
available it is not possible to 
provide the existing four and 
eight party rural customers 
with one party service at the 
same cost as in urban areas. 
The cost of providing service 
has been spriraling rapdily.
